Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  May  22  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  May  11,  1980): 

Wheat :  The  market  was  fairly  active  as  net  sales  totaled  231,300  metric  tons  (MT)  for  the 
current  marketing  year  (MY).  Yugoslavia  (62,200  MT),  Spain  (53,700  MT),  Indonesia  (42,000  MT), 
and  Japan  (40,600  MT)  accounted  most  of  the  business.  Net  sales  for  MY  1980/81  were  184,200  MT, 
largely  to  Japan,  Italy,  and  the  Philippines,  while  a  cancellation  of  64,000  MT  was  recorded 
for  Spain.  Weekly  exports  were  587,900  MT. 

Corn :  The  European  Community  (232,800  MT)  accounted  for  most  of  this  week's  corn  business,  in 
which  net  sales  totaled  328,800  MT.  Weekly  exports  of  901,800  MT  were  mainly  to  Europe  and 
Japan. 

Barley:  Net  sales  totaled  14,900  MT  for  MY  1979/80,  as  Spain  added  15,000  MT  to  its  total 
commitments.  Net  sales  of  30,000  MT  were  added  to  the  1980/81  MY,  all  to  unknown  destinations. 

Rice:  Net  sales  of  34,000  MT  were  mainly  to  South  Africa  (16,900  MT),  U.A.  Emirates  (11,000  MT), 
Liberia  (5,500  MT),  and  Saudia  Arabia  (4,800  MT).  Weekly  exports  were  33,700  MT. 

Sorghum:  Net  sales  totaled  106,400  MT,  as  contract  adjustments  of  62,800  MT  for  Japan  reduced 
its  net  sales  to  85,100  MT.  Norway  purchased  30,500  MT.  Exports  of  188,800  MT  were  primarily 
to  Japan  and  Mexico. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  increased  to  295,100  MT,  52  percent  above  the  previous  week's  level. 

Net  sales  included  109,100  MT  to  Japan,  52,600  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  50,800  MT  to  Norway, 

29,800  MT  to  Romania,  and  28,200  to  China.  Exports  at  420,800  MT,  although  down  36  percent  from 
the  week-earlier  total,  maintained  their  strong  pace.  The  principal  destinations  were  the 
Netherlands  (135,300  MT),  Japan  (54,700  MT),  Spain  (40,700  MT),  and  Germany,  FR  (30,500  MT). 
Exports  of  28,200  MT  to  China  brought  the  total  to  date  to  738,300  MT,  which  is  substantially 
above  the  last  year's  total. 

Soybean  Meal :  The  net  sales  position  totaled  65,500  MT.  Net  sales  and  contract  adjustments 
included  43,500  MT  to  the  Netherlands  and  43,100  MT  to  Mexico.  Meal  exports  were  up  slightly 
at  169,900  MT  and  continue  their  brisk  pace.  EC  destinations  accounted  for  most  of  the 
shipments,  with  92,300  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  39,900  MT  to  Italy,  and  25,400  MT  to  Germany,  FR. 

Soybean  Oil:  The  net  sales  position  totaled  only  7,300  MT,  compared  with  22,000  MT  a  week 
earlier.  Net  sales  and  contract  adjustments  included  8,000  MT  to  China,  and  4,500  MT  to 
Colombia.  Exports  at  15,900  MT  were  considerably  below  the  week-earlier  total.  China 
(8,000  MT)  was  the  major  destination,  with  Colombia  (3,500  MT),  and  Ecuador  (2,100  MT),  and 
India  (2,000  MT)  the  other  important  destinations. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  slowed  further.  MY  1980/81  sales  of  40,900  RB  were  principally  to 
China  -  12,000  RB,  Hong  Kong  -  6,500  RB,  Portugal  -  5,000  RB,  and  Spain  4,400  RB.  MY  1979/80 
sales  were  21,900  RB,  mainly  to  Japan  -  10,600  RB,  Korea  -  8,100  RB,  and  Spain  -  4,700  RB. 

Exports  continued  strong  as  215,800  RB  were  shipped.  Eighty-seven  percent  went  to  Asia, 
including  53,500  RB  to  China,  and  10  percent  to  Europe. 

Rye  and  Oats :  Showed  no  significant  activity.
